GERMANY GIVES . 
ALL SECRETS OF 
U-BOAT BUILDING

BERLIN, Jan. .5.—Germany now is 
publishing to thd’ entire world all the 
secrets of the construction and oper- 
ation of submarines developed during 
the war. \ 

There is no official statement on the 
subject, but the commanders of the 
submarines say they have approved 
the disclosures, done in order not to 
leavé valuable knowledge in the hands 
lonly of those few nations which came 
into possession of German submarines 
}during the war or following the armis- 
tice. 

The series of articles not only dis- 
closes the development of underwater 
cruisers, but the exact sketches and 
engineering formula used in the work. 
'They analyzed the use of the double 
rudder system and diving tanks and 
even of the discharging of torpedoes.

at) That was one point on which he was wiser than 
the Europeans, but he had a genuine desire to 
prevent other wars—we believe—and the genuine 
desire in Europe was to collect on this war and 
allow the next to take care of itself. 

The world, the United States, and President Wil- 
son are now in their peculiar predicament because 
of the peculiar nature of Mr. Wilson’s commissions. 
Every other power in the conference has accepted 
the covenant and the peace treaty with Germany 
because every other power was represénted in the 
conference and because the results of the confer- 
ence gave each what it needed and what it wanted. 

Neither the world, nor the United States, nor Mr. 
Wilson can have peace, because the United States 
did not have a representative in Paris. The United 
| States was not a party to the negotiations, and/| 
hence will not be a party to the contract. 

The European disposition is to be impatient and 
angry at the United States, but that ig unintelli- 
gent. If the roll had been called in Paris Burope 
might have discovered that some one was missing. 
The United States was not represented. Why did 
not Clemenceau or Lloyd George notice this? Sure- 
ly the vacant chair was significant. : 

When the United States was being involved in| 
European alliances, when the British empire was 
being given six votes to the American one; when 
the Monroe doctrine was being clouded, when the 
constitutional powers of the American congress 
were being impaired or totally surrendered, 
one of the acute European statesmen ask: “ Does | 
the United States consent?” ’ 

It was a serious omission and injurious to the 
welfare of the world. Now when the world needs 
peace for its reconstruction, to save it f-om bank- 
ruptey, the United States must hang desperately 
to the essentials of its government and cannot 
make peace for fear of losing its sovereignty. 

It was a very foolish thing for the conference to 
cut off the American suspender buttons. That may 
have been an effective method of keeping herds of 
German prisoners from running away, but it was 
foolish to do it to us. Now we are too busy holding 
on to our trousers to do what we ought to be doing 
_ to put the world on its feet again. 

During the war President Wilson worked for a 
peace without victory, He has given us a victory 
without peace.

do. There is little doubt that the United States 
has been a dumping ground for revolutionary rad. 
icals, and to our humiliation we must confess 
that we have done little to offset their influence. 

Getting rid of a thousand or so is like drawing 
off pus from an infection. But we have consider- 
ably more to do if we want to be a thoroughly 
healthy social organism. For one thing, deporta 
tion would not be worth the expense if the deported 
or their like can seep back into the country. We 
must organize thorough protection against 
surreptitious invasion. | 

But when we have done this we are only .on the 
threshold of our problem. There is plenty of rad- 
icalism among citizens who cannot be deported 
under the immigration laws. So far as it directs 


entitled to full protection. Every citizen has a 
right to try to convince his fellow citizens that 
our institutions are defective, that they ought to 
be amended, even that they ought to be replaced 
by other imstitutions; the soviet, for example. 

But when radicals preach the establishment of 
their theories by force or when they conspire to 
overthrow governntent by violent and unlawful 
means they become criminals and should be 
promptly sent to prison. 

Sentimental objection will be made to deporta- 
tion and other measures against the Reds. It is 
already urged that radicalism will’ be increased 
by persecution. We do not think the deportation 
or punishment of men and women who preach 
violence, assassination, and destruction will be 
considered persecution by normal Americans, . 
But deportation, exclusion, and punishment are 
only negative measures. We must add to them 
intelligent constructive action. We are suffering 
new from our neglect of the strangers within our 
gates. A good deal of radical talk of ‘the exploita- 
tion of immigrants is bunecombe. . The great ma- 
jority of the millions that have come to us in 
the last half century have bettered themselves. 
Much of the worst exploitation has been hy their 
own race. But this is not relevant to our prob; 
lem, We have not done what we should in com- 


make use of American opportunities. Instead of 
assuming they would breathe in Americanism | 
from the air, we owed it to our own interest as well 
as theirs to protect them from exploitation and 
provide them with sound, practical instruction in 
American principles and institutions, 
A considerable proportion of the foreign lan- 
guage press is radical. There is a constant edu- 
cation in radicalism going on in workers’ insti- 
tutes, clubs, and societies. Against this there is 
almost no organized effort for the teaching of 
Americanism. The public schools have treated 
the subject lifelessly, without intelligence or 
enthusiasm, Radicalism is taught with fervor, in 
terms with which the ignorant are familjar. Its 
terms are all European, the language of old world 
oppression. 
The public schools have not functioned effectu- 
ally in this their most important duty. They must 
now be assisted by other agencies to do so, by 
clubs and organizations, and especially by the 
press. The best antidote for radicalism is facts,
